PETERSON/ORCHARD TO COVER BOTH POSTS. 

3. TSO BRUGUIER AND SEABEE BOGGESS DIRECTED TO ISFAHAN WITH 
ARRIVAL THERE NO LATER THAN NOVEMBER 1 . SECRET SERVICE 
AGENT NAME UNKNOWN AT THIS TIME. FULL AUDIO COUNTER- 
MEASURES EQUIPMENT PLUS X-RAY REQUIRED. 

4. BOTH PETERSON AND BRUGUIER TEAMS SHOULD BE PREPARED TO 
RETURN TO BEIRUT IMMEDIATELY UPON RELEASE BY SECRET SERVICE 
AGENTS AT EACH POST. IT APPEARS THAT ADDITIONAL STOPS WILL 
REQUIRE COVERAGE DURING FIRST WEEK OF NOVEMBER. SY/T WILL 
ADVISE AS SOON AS THESE REQUIREMENTS ARE FIRM. 
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5. AT THIS TIME, IT APPEARS THAT COMBINED FORCES OF RTC 
BEIRUT, FRANKFURT AND ADDIS WILL BE SUFFICIENT TO COVER 
NEW REQUIREMENTS WITHOUT DISRUPTING GILLIAM'S ITINERARY AS 
OUTLINED IN BEIRUT 12665.
